To  the  Chairman  and  Memhers  of  the  Ketton  Rural  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report 
and  that  of  the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 
year  1953. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  "been  satisfactory 
during  the  year. 

The  hirth  rate  of  13.8  and  death  rate  of  9.0 
compare  very  favourably  with  the  corresponding  figures  of 
15.5  and  11.4-  respectively  for  the  country  as  a v;hole. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  mat  erne.!  causes  and 
one  infant  only  died  under  the  a.ge  of  1 year. 

Notified  infectious  disoa.sGS  have  been  less  than 
last  yoa.r,  no  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  reported. 

The  water  supply  from  the  council's  Ryhall  Road 
borehole  has  been  adequate  but  it  was  necessary  during  the 
autumn  to  restrict  the  rate  of  pumping  owing  to  a drop  in 
borehole  water  level. 

The  water  supply  for  Ketton  was  just  adequate 
but  there  vjas  a.  marked  diminution  in  the  rate  of  flow  from 
the  Springs. 

Schemes  were  prepared  for  ma,in  SQY')Qrfigq  for 
Ryhall,  Ketton  and  the  Casterton's;  approval  was  granted 
during  1953  for  the  Ryhall  scheme. 

36  council  houses  have  been  completed  and  a 
fu-rther  10  vi/oro  under  construction.

Bacteriological, tests  have  been  satisfactory.  The 
water  is  chlorinated  at  source. 

The  Hot ton  supply  from  springs  has  been  only  just 
adequ  to  with  a marked  diminution  of  flow  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  year.  Bacteriological  tests  of  raw  water  which  were 
satisfactory  in  1952  have  not  been  satsif act ory , The  water 
is  chlorinated  at  source  and  the  bacteriological  tests  have 
been  satisfactory.  This  matter  is  under  special  con- 

siderat ion.

Although  the  easing  of  Building  Licensing  restrictions  has  meant  a revival  of 
Slum  Clearance  work,  unfortunately  staff  difficulties  in  this  Department  due  to 
call-up  are  retarding  the  preparation  of  an  orderly  program.me  of  Clearance  in 
addition  to  being  responsible  for  the  very  belated  appearance  of  this  Reportj  to 
secure  satisfactory  temporary  replacements  of  qualified  staff  absent  on  National 
Service  has  proved  to  be  impossible. 
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NEW  BUILDINGS 


26  Plans  were  deposited  and  approved  under  the  Building  Byelaws  during  the 
year  and  included  those  for  3 houses  to  be  erected  by  private  enterprise,  26 
Council  Houses  in  the  Parish  of  Ketton  and  10  at  Ryhall  were  completed  during 
the  year  and  a further  10  were  in  coiurse  of  erection  at  Ryhall,  5 houses  under 
private  licence  were  completed  at  Tinwell  during  the  year, 

BUILDING  LICENSING 


The  further  easing  of  licensing  restrictions  during  the  year  meant  that 
only  4 licenses  were  issued.  Three  were  for  new  dwellings  and  one  was  for 
work  of  reconstruction, 

MEAT  AND  FOODS 


The  arrangements  for  the  distribution  of  meat  throughout  the  District  from 
the  Stamford  Borough  slaughter-house  remained  in  operation  throughout  the  year. 
No  food  has  been  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  during  the  year.

SCA^/ENGING 


The  house  refuse  and  night  soil  collection  service  by  direct  labour  was 
continued,  the  main  difficulty  continuing  to  be  that  of  finding  suitable  tips 
for  disposal  of  night  soil.  In  bad  weather  much  time  is  lost  by  the  vehicle 
becoming  bogged  down  but  in  the  main  the  aim  of  a weekly  sei*vice  of  collection 
was  largely  achieved  throughout  the  District, 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Ryhrall  group  water  scheme  was  in  full  operation  this  year  and  as  a 
result  of  the  abnormally  dry  autumn  of  1952  it  was  found  necessary  to  restrict 
the  pumping  rate  at  Ryliall  owing  to  the  rapid  loi/ering  of  the  level  in  the  bore 
early  in  1953«  It  was  found  possible  to  continue  pumping  at  5^000  galls  per  hour 
and  thus  there  was  no  fear  of  a shortage.  The  Collyweston  water  supplying  Ketton 
showed  some  falling  off  in  bacteriological  quality  but  chlorinated  samples  of 
both  supplies  v;ere  quite  satisfactory. 

Boring  was  commenced  at  Clipsham  but  progress  was  so  bad  there  was  nothing 
definite  to  report  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Regular  sampling  of  the  supplies 
proved  impossible  ov/ing  to  the  staff  situation  but  appended  is  a table  of  samples 
taken  with  the  re suits
